EDITOR’S NOTE: After 
several meetings and a review 
of documentation the only 
direct action the Board has 
taken is to temporarily sus- 
pend the need for the cards to 
be turned in when not in use. 
Although several Board mem- 
bers have suggested an inde- 
pendent investigation, form- 
ing a committee to look into 
the personal use of credit

been taken. The recently 
formed policy and procedures 
committee has met and they 
will review this policy as well 
as others. 

Our coverage of this matter 
has spanned over several 
issues. We anticipate it will 
continue for two additional 
issues. This issue we will 
cover the remarks made at the 
July 13th meeting. We antici- 
pate two additional issues 
will be reserved for our invi- 
tation to the clerk and the 
president of C3 to make any 
additional statements they 
feel are appropriate. After 
that, we dont anticipate any 
additional coverage of this 
particular issue unless it 
becomes an agenda item or a 
matter of legal jurisdiction. 
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The Huron Weekly is mind- 
ful of its responsibility to 
report local news in a fair 
and evenhanded manner. We 
are sensitive to the need to 
balance the citizens right to 
know with the needs of the 
Board members/employees 
that may come under scrutiny. 
As this issue unfolds, we will 
rely on the remarks made at 
the Board meetings and reli- 
able information provided by 
the citizens. 

Since this issue will span 


Weekly, we ask the readers 
not to rush to judgment and 
wait until all information has 
been presented. This is 
important, because several 
questions or expressed con- 
cerns may not be fully 
addressed at any one meet- 
ing, nor covered in any one 
article. However, we are con- 
fident the full story will even- 
tually be told and we are pre- 
pared to present it to you. 

The Board again discussed 
the matter of the credit cards 
at their July 13th meeting. 
Treasurer O’Kelley provided 
the Board with an update on 
compliance of the policy that 
required credit cards to be 
turned in to the Treasurer’s 
department when not in use. 
He advised the Board that he 
had just received the credit 
card from the Clerk as well as 
a brief written response as to 
why she needed a credit card. 

He said, in general, most of 
the users had complied with 
the directive to check in their 
card and did respond as to 
how their card was used. 

The Supervisor interrupted 
him and again repeated the 
reasons why he felt he should 
not need to comply. He said 
he could understand the need 
to turn in the card if there was 
widespread abuse. He said he 
didn’t see any abuse and he 
would keep his card unless he 
was directed by the Board to 
turn it in. 


Trustee Glaab reminded the 
Board the policy and proce- 
dures committee was formed 
to look into this policy as well 
as others. He said the commit- 
tee should be allowed to look 
at the current policy and make 
their recommendations. 

Trustee Pappas then wanted 
to make a motion that had 
been previously prepared, but 
the treasurer was able to start 
over and he reminded the 
Board they had all met with 
the clerk on an individual 


ese actions have over several issues of the basis. He said he suggested to 


the clerk, at that meeting, she 
might want to consider mak- 
ing some public remarks 
regarding the issue. At the 
meeting, he asked the Clerk if 
she wanted to make any 
remarks at that time and she 
responded no. 

He then asked the Board for 
advice as to how to proceed 
and should be continue to try 
to enforce the policy? Trustee 
Spangler repeated the policy 
committee had met and she 
was confident they would 
have some recommendations 
soon. The Treasurer asked her 
what they should do now. Her 
response was to give the com- 
mittee a chance. He asked her 
if he should enforce the cur- 
rent policy. Her response was 
no and then said only part of 
it. 

Trustee Glaab correctly 
pointed out the Treasurer 
needed direction. He said the 
current policy required the 
Treasurer to take possession 
of the cards when not in use. 
He added the Treasurer should 
not have to be placed in a dif- 
ficult position for just trying 
to enforce the policy. He said 
he was prepared to make a 
motion that would suspend 
that portion of the policy that 
required the cards to be turned 
in. 

The Treasurer asked Glaab 
if that was his only recom- 
mendation and asked if they 
should have an independent 


audit. Glaab responded he had 
met with the Clerk and 
reviewed the documentation. 
He felt at this time he saw no 
violation of the law and he 
referenced a letter from the 
Township Attorney that said 
there was no violation of law. 
He said the Clerk did violate 
the township policy and said, 
“You intuitively know where 
not to go.” 

Trustee Lilly said the com- 
mittee was looking at the pol- 
icy and said the policy was 
clear on no personal charges. 
Later, in his trustee remarks, 
he said he saw no violation of 
state law. 

The Supervisor asked the 
Township Attorney to com- 
ment on his opinion and the 
attorney said he reviewed the 
information that was provided 
him for 2003, 2004 and 2005. 
He said it was not an audit but 
he reviewed the personal item 
charges, the clerk’s payment 
including finance charges. He 
said the clerk “blew it on the 
policy” but saw no criminal 
activity. 

Trustee Glaab then made a 
motion to suspend the part of 
the policy that required the 
Treasurer to retain the cards 
when not in use. This motion 
passed. 

The Supervisor then asked 
the Clerk if she wished to 
make a public statement and 
she did so. She read from a 
two-page prepared statement. 
In her remarks she recognized 
the policy and apologized to 
the members of the Board and 
to the residents of the commu- 
nity. She apologized for any 
error of judgment on her part 
for personal expenses in-

curred. She said that at no 
time was any benefit received 
on her part nor any detriment 
to the township. She added 
she had asked the Township 
Attorney to examine the 
records and said he had con- 
curred with the same. 

She then directed her 
remarks to the Treasurer and 
accused him of going to an 
outside organization “to do 
your dirty work.” She then 
turned her attention to his 
wife for her involvement in 
freedom of information 
requests. She charged the 
Treasurer of attempting to 
“frame” a member of the 
Board. She charged the Trea- 
surer was attempting to pub- 
licly humiliate her. 

She charged the Treasurer 
violated the code of ethics, 
state law, and refused to allow 
the Clerk to have a closed 
session to discuss this matter 
with the board. 

During the Treasurer’s 
report, the Treasurer reported 
on three matters. Regarding 
the Clerk’s comments, he said 
he had handled himself in a 
professional manner and 
would continue to do so. He 
advised he has proceeded in a 
cautious manner and was not 
surprised at the Clerk’s char- 
acterization of himself and his 
wife (that’s me). He added he 
would never have reduced his 
remarks in the way the clerk 
did. He said he didn’t care 
what an individual Board 
member thought of him. He 
said the issue would eventual- 
ly play out and the citizens 
would decide who handled 
themselves properly and in a 
better way.

As water continues to fill the 
false water table, some of the water 
will begin to flow (through gravity 
and pressure) to the real water table.
